Niagara Region is waving 
the green flag on tax incen¬ 
tives for the Canadian Motor 
Speedway. 

The Region's planning 
committee last Wednesday 
decided to expand its Niagara 
Gateway Economic Zone 
and Centre Community 
Improvement Plan west over 
the QEW to include the lands 
at Bowen Rd. on which the 
speedway and ancillary 
developments are planned. 

The move will allow the 
developers access to devel¬ 
opment charges and tax 
breaks that could total, a staff 
report notes, $19.7 million. 
Under Region policy, the 
speedway could see the 
return of a $1.5 million devel¬ 
opment charge and yearly 
property tax breaks of $1.8 
million for 10 years. The 
Region would collect the 
taxes in full from that point

and a bone marrow trans- 

Matthew was blessed with a 
100% match marrow donor 
and underwent the transplant 
on Feb. 13. 

Since that time, under the 
supervision of doctors at Sick 
Kid's Hospital in Toronto, 
Matthew has fought like a true 
warrior through numerous 
challenges that have come up 
to threaten his survival. 

Matthew and his parents, 
Donna McIntosh and 
Matthew Marley, have passed 
day 70 of their stay at Sick 
Kid's and are hoping that they 
are now turning a comer in 
Matthew's recovery. 


Matthew has started an oral 
dose of anti-rejection steroids 
in the hopes that if he absorbs 
this well he may be discharged 
to an isolated unit at Ronald 
McDonald House where they 
can live off-premise but yet be 
under constant doctor super¬ 
vision as they continue on this 
road to full recovery.

New maintenance schedule for

Councilors directed Town 
staff to undertake a review of 
the Black Creek municipal drain 
last week, following a public 
meeting held at town hall. 

Seven Fort Erie residents 
expressed their concerns a 
report that was presented to 
council last week. Their con¬ 
cerns included how the report 
would effect how they would be 


The purpose of the report 
wasn't to authorize work on the 
Black Creek municipal drain 
but to establish a schedules of 
assessment and define proper¬ 
ties that would be affected by 
future maintenance. 

“The last report done on this 
was 30 to 40 years ago. Since then 
properties have changed hands 
or been split in half This report is 
just so we can get the updated 
information,” said Kelly Walsh, 
acting director of the Town’s 
infrastructure services. 

The report presented to coun¬ 


cil didn’t change how residents 
would be billed, nor did it outline 
any work planned for the Black 
Creek drain, Walsh said. 

There are no plans for any 
drainage work in place right now, 
and residents who have had work 
done recently should not take 
this as an indication there will be 
more maintenance in the near 
future, Walsh added For more 
information about drainage sys¬ 
tem on or near their properly 
residents can call Dave Maiden, 
drainage supervisor for Fort Erie 
at 905-871-1600 ext.

Campaign to ensure fallen soldiers included in federal books of remembrance

We will remember them 

It'sapromise that Canadians 
make to every veteran. 

This promise isn’t kept for 
all soldiers though. A 1931 
decision by the federal govern¬ 
ment resulted in 31 Men sol¬ 
diers being excluded from 
being remembered. 

A campaign is being led by 
the military regiments in hopes 
that citizens will ask the 
Minister of Veteran’s Affairs to 
correct this oversight 

Since many of these soldiers 
died as a result of the Batde of 
Ridgeway, Fort Erie Museum 
Services is helping with this 
campaign — and all residents 
are encouraged to participate. 

In 1855, the Militia Act 
marked the beginning of the 
current reserve regiments in 
the Canadian Armed Forces. 

In 1866, soldiers from those 
regiments were called upon to 


tag Fenian Army. As a result of 
the Fenian Raids, 31 soldiers 


died — 9 of them killed in 
action on the Ridgeway 
Batdefleld. 

In 1867, Confederation 
marked the political beginning 
of our country. Our newiy 
formed federal government 
assumed the responsibilities 
(financial and memorial) for 
these 31 soldiers. This was 
done because the soldiers were 
fighting, not for Britain, but for 
theexisttagProvtaceofCanada, 
under regiments formed by the 
1855 Militia Act 

Memorial ceremonies for 
these fallen soldiers were held 
annually in Toronto up until 
1930. 

In 1931, the Remembrance 
Day Act was passed which said 
that only soldiers who are killed 
overseas will be commemo¬ 
rated. To quote historian Peter 
Vronsky, “.. with the stroke of a 
pen, the 31 Canadians who 
had been previously honoured 
in our national military memo¬ 
rial heritage were suddenly for¬ 
gotten and excluded.” 

Canada has several Books of 
Remembrance, which contain 
the names of Men soldiers

who died overseas. Citizens can help to reverse that 1931 decision which limits com¬ 


memoration to only those who 
are killed overseas, and to have 
the names recorded of those 
who died as a result of the 
Fenian Raids, by e-mailing a

If a soldier dies on duty, we 
have a moral obligation to 
remember them — regardless 
of where that death occurred. 
Removing the stipulation of 
overseas from the Books of 
Remembrance would also cor¬ 
rect a disservice to current-day 
soldiers. Corporal Cirillo, who 
was shot at the National War 
Memorial in Ottawa while 
“standing on guard” is not eli¬ 
gible to have his name record¬ 
ed in the Books of 
Remembrance because he was 
not killed overseas. 

This campaign is being 
coordinated by historian Peter 
Vronsky who poignantly 
remarked: "There is no expiry 
date on our promise, VVe will 
remember them.’ It is as per¬ 
petual and infinite as the sacri¬ 
fice made by those who died 
defending our nation.”

In his fictional novel, 
Henderson weaves the history of 
the Fenian raids into his fictional 
retelling of the birth of Canada. 

Thestorybeginsin 1864—one 
of the last few years of civil war 
Eoin O'Donoghue, a 20-year-old 
Irish Canadian, has been hired 
as the personal secretary of 
William R. Roberts, to the pro¬ 
spective head of the Irish 
Republic Army in New York 
City. 

When Eoin becomes disgust¬ 
ed with the mayhemthat he sees 
around him and he knows it will 
happen in his own country, he 
offers his services as a spy for 
Canada's head of secret police, 
Gilbert McMicken. 

Henderson, a professor at 
Vanier College, is not a stranger 
to politics. He led a small provin¬ 
cial political party in Quebec 
during the separatist referen¬ 
dum of 1995 which advocated 
for Anglo language rights and 
partitioning Quebec if the prov¬ 
ince partitioned fiom Canada. 

“We were loyal Canadians and 
we had the right to be protected 
by the federal government so 
they can't make us lose our citi¬ 
zenship,” Henderson said 

Looking back on that time, 
Henderson said he started “to 
think.” 


“Prior to the formation of our 
country, it was much the same 
thing in a different form,” 
Henderson explained. 

“Irish separatists were hard at 
workintheUS. tryingto succeed 
fiom Great Britain. This separat¬ 
ism, I realized, It's been happen¬ 
ing for a long time 

Henderson wrote the novel 
over the course of four years. He 
spent the majority of that time 
researching history books and it 

"You have to do research to be 
honest to the subject and that 
takes a long time,’' Henderson 
said. 'You get into all sorts of 
comers. You want to do all these 
things but you have to be faithful 
to what happened It's a balanc- 

According to Henderson, 
most people “don't realize” that 
the Fort Erie areawas “the centre 
ofthe whole activity:’ 

“The Fenians came across the 
river from Buffalo and tried to do 
what they wanted to do." 

Henderson encourages histo¬ 
ry lovers, readers and anyone 
who loves a good story to attend 
the reading series to hear him 
read excerpts fiom his novel and 
answer questions. 

“I love questions, I hope that 
people who come get stimulated 
to ask questions. Of course I am 
going to read and ask for 
responses. I hope it does turn 


into a bit of a discussion.” 

Henderson said he hopes 
people enjoy his novel because it 
isafictional retelling of an impor¬ 
tant piece of Canadian history. 

He said “a lot more" writers 
are rewriting history through 
novels and even television. 

“I think people are looking for 
material and they're finding it in 
strange, wonderful places you 
wouldn't normally think of 
There are very popular television 
shows and one of them is the 
Outlandei;’ Henderson said. 

Oudander is a show about an 
English and Scottish couple that 
travel back in time to 250 years 
during the time of the Scottish 
rebellions 

"Willing suspension of disbe¬ 
lief, it's a fantastic look at Scottish 
nationalism.” 

Through storytelling, 
Henderson said people can 
leam and better understand 
their own history. 

'You have to bring things to 
life and I think books and televi¬ 
sion just brings it back to life for 
people. It’s a living doorway for

If Danielle Waters isn’t 
already a well known name in 
Fort Erie, it's about to be. 

Danielle, 24, has been select¬ 
ed to be a torchbearer for the 
2015 Pan-Am games. 

Danielle has down syn¬ 
drome, but that doesn't slow 
her down. She works at an 
Avondale, she volunteers for 
CanSkate, she performs with 
the Therapy and Alternatives 
for Special Children and Adults 
with Disabilities drama pro¬ 
gram, and she’s a dual sport 
athlete. 

“When she was in elementa¬ 
ry school Danielle always liked 
to join in all the sports activi¬ 
ties,” explainedMaigaretWaters, 
Danielle’s mom. “She didn't 
really do well in any team sports, 
that was a little harder as she got 
older, but sports days, track and 
field, she loved to join in.” 

Eight years ago when 
Maigaret was contacted about 
having Danielle join a special 
needs skating program run in 
Fort Erie, she never expected 
her daughter to become a com¬ 
petitive athlete. 

she would like it and she really 
enjoyed it After the first year 
she went with four or five others 
that were doing the special 
needs program at the time and 
they did a Futures competition 
in Simcoe," said Margaret “She 
enjoyed it because she just loves 
to compete" 

When Fort Erie changed their 
ice time to030p.m. it was a little 
bit too late for Margaret and 
Danielle, so they moved to the 
Stamford Skating; Club in 
Niagara Falls. 

Danielle stayed there for a 
few years and entered a few 
competitions, culminating in a 
fourth place finish at a regional 
competition in Alliston. From 
there, she moved on to the 
Merritton Figure Skating Club 
in St Catharines, where her cur¬ 
rent coach, Nancy Jo Gamache, 
took her under her wing. 

“Nancy has been involved 
with the Special Olympics for 
over 30 years. She originally 
started a special needs program 
in Niagara Falls and then took it 
to Merritton" said Margaret 



The program was for children 
or adults with any type of chal¬ 
lenges, whether they be physi¬ 
cal or mental. 

“NancyJohadbeenDanielle’s 
taxi driver from Lakeshore 
(Catholic High School) to her 
co-op placements so she was 
veryfamiliarwith Danielle,” said 
Maigaret “We moved her down 
there and it was the best thing 
we could have ever done 
because Danielle has really 
blossomed under Nancy Jo.” 

Blossom she did, winning 
gold at her first competition 
under Nancy Jo in Woodstock.
